Five men—the “brains” of the Con-

000 concern ”"—were locked up in the 
county jail last night. A woman “finan-

Placed in the hands of a receiver, was 
released on temporary bail. 

Judge Landis, who sent the five men 
to jail, will resume tomorrow his hunt 
for $100,000 in Liberty bonds and War 
Savings stamps, which poor people of 
Chicago were induced by glib stock 
salesmen to exchange fdr the highly 
promotional stock of the Consumers’ 
Packing company. 

Unless he gets quick trace of these 
securities and other money collected for 
the sale of the company’s stock, he de- 
clared he would send some more people 
to jail.

U.S. DEVELOPS 
NEW MOTOR FUEL 


Washington, D. C., March 12.—De. 
velopment too late for use in the war 
of a motor fuel which adds ten miles 
an hour to the speed of airplanes and 
has possibilities for use in automobile 
racing was announced today by the 
bureau of mines.

BERLIN, March 11.—Via Paris, 
March 12, 3:30 p. m.—These are days 
of White Terror in Berlin.

now. It is very despairing to see hun- 
dreds of men marched by with arms 
tied and heads bowed, surrounded by 
government soldiers, and to know they 
are being marched to a spot where 
they will be stood against the wall and 
shot down. 
Woman in Death March. 

The prisoners look very pitiful. 
Many are only boys. I have seen only 
one woman. She was one in a group 
of prisoners led past the statue of 
Queen Louise in the Tiergarten yes- 
terday. 

Some of the prisoners are half- 
starved, weak and white, and walk 
stumbling along. Some have been 
wounded and those who cannot walk 
are put in motor trucks carrying ma- 
chine guns and soldiers. Many civilian 
prisoners are well dressed and look 
like business men you meet on the 
street every day. 

Pathetic, Silk Hat. 

I saw some prisoners who looked 
like students. Two or three wore 
tortoise shell glasses and one dis- 
tinguished looking elderly man was 
walking very straight and dignified, 
and although his hands were tied he 
had on a silk hat. That silk hat was 
the most pathetic thing I ever saw in 
my life. The government does not an- 
nounce or discuss the wholesale execu- 
tions but good authority said twenty- 
four prisoners were shot this morning 
and one hundred and twenty-five this 
afternoon. 


WOMEN CARRY MEN’S HEADS. 


LONDON, March 12.—[By the Asso- 
clated Press.]—-A German government 
wireless dispatch quojes Berlin papers 
as saying the Spartacans visited Herr 
Noske, secretary of military affairs, 
last night to inquire into peace con- 
ditions. It is rumored that after pro- 
tracted negotiations, Herr Noske de- 
manded unconditional surrender of the 
Spartacans and also possession of all 
their arms, 

A military order declaring that any 
one found in certain streets of east 
Rerlin after 7 o’clock in the evening 
will be shot, has been issued. 

A dispatch to the Central News from 
Amsterdam says Herr Noske declined 
the appeal of the burgomaster of Lich- 
tenberg that the military cease opera- 
tions against Lichtenberg Spartacans 

The evening newspapers say the 
Spartacans are evacuating their Lich. 
tenberg positions, having been caught 
between two fires. 

Riots have occurred in various Ger- 
man towns outside Berlin and a Sparta- 
ean revolt has started in Hamburg, ac- 
cording to an Exchange Telegraph dis- 
patch from Copenhagen. The riots are 
said to have resulted from a genera] 
strike, supported by the Spartacans.

AllEuropein 
Peril, Says 


Vanderlip) 


PARIS, March 12.—“‘I doubt if 
America has begun to comprehend the 
seriousness of the appalling situation 
which confronts Europe and the wreck 
which the whole fabric of civilization 
may be facing,” Frank A. Vanderlip 
said to the Associated Press today. 
He has been investigating conditions 
in England and France and will con- 
tinue his inquiries in Switzerland and 
Italy. 

“ America was once told there might 
be peace without victory,” he said 
“What we have is victory without 
peace. Production has ceased and un- 
less production can be speedily re 
sumed one’s imagination cannot com- 
prehend the chaos which may ensue. 

“There is nothing to be gained by 
stopping to question who is to blame 
or by finding fault with the way events 
have been guided. The great pro- 
ductive machine of Europe must be 
started or the world will be confront- 
ed with a disaster such as no experi- 
ence has recorded. Here in France 
everything waits on the settlement of 
the question of indemnity and the 
progress of events in Germany. Each 
day makes the prospect of indemnity 
less possible. 


War Zone an Utter Wreck. 

“TI have seen something of the utter 
wreck which the central empires in- 
flicted throughout the war zone. It is 
complete—no words can picture truly 
how complete it is. That wreck, how- 
ever, covers only a strip from the 
channel to the German border. There 
is possible a wreck that will cover 
all Europe. If production is not re- 
sumed, the horrors of war may be ex- 
ceeded by the horrors of this after 
period, which is neither war nor peace 
but a breakdown of the machinery of 
civilization. In the face of such ap- 
palling disaster, every partisan consid- 
eration, every unessential difference of 
opinion, and every. personal ambition 
should be instantly forgotten. 

“Unless terms of peace can be speed- 
ily agreed upon and unless these terms 
are such as will permit the resump- 
t'@n of something approaching normal 
industrial life, there is not merely a 
chance, there is a strong probability 
of Russian bolshevism overrunning 
Germany. What bolshevism is can 
never be really pictured by a normal 
mind. No description of it has been 
overdrawn. One may say that the 
temperament and psychology of Ger- 
many is not such as to lead that coun- 
try to bolshevism. Hunger can lead 
any country to bolshevism and hunger 
is what central Europe is facing. 


Food Control Breaks Down. 

“The stories which our soldiers tell 
of apparent ample food supplies on the 
Rhine should be taken only as indl- 
cating how completely governmental 
power over food control has broken 
down and how food stocks that are 
essential are being recklessly con- 
sumed. Pictures that I have received 
from highest quarters relative to food 
conditions in central Europe, both in 
and out of Germany, are sensational. 
They are sensational because the facts 
are sensational. 

“ Whatever is being done In the way 
of alleviating conditions of starvation 
is necessary, but that is merely alle- 
viation. It does not get at the root 
of the thing. That root runs down 
into the ground of production. If the 
situation is to be saved every effort 
must be bent toward solving the prob- 
lem and again starting production. 


Must Look Facts in Face. 

“What can America do? There is 
certainly one thing that it cannot do 
and that is to withdraw itself to rest 
in the belief that this chaos is remote 
and that America can avoid taking her 
part in international responsibility. We 
must think in international terms as 
we never thought before. There is no 
time for narrow or provincial views. 

“The first essential is to look facts 
in the face, and they cannot be looked 
in the face until the terms of peace 
are known and the available indem- 
nity measured.”

New York, March 12.—Theodore 
Roosevelt's birthplace, 28 East Twen- 
tieth street, was purchased today for 
the women’s Roosevelt memorial com- 
mittee, to be restored as it existed 
during his boyhood. With it was ac- 
quired the property adjoining it, for- 
merly the residence of John E. and 
Robert Roosevelt, so that the restored 
birthplace mansion will be protected 
from encroachment.

REOPENS 
GAS RATE GASE: 
MAY CUT PRICE 


Claim Company Did 
Not Keep Bargain; 
Due to Bill Quiz. 


Chicago gas rates have been thrown 
into the caldron again. | 

The entire issue has been reopened 
and will be reviewed by the State 
Board of Public Utilities. The chief 
possible result is that the Peoples Gas 
Light and Coke company may be cde. 
prived of the 27% per cent increase al- 
lowed last July. In such event the 
cousumers will obtain cheaper gas, pos- 
sibly 72 cents, | 

The state board’s action, made of rec- 
ord at Springfield yesterday, came un- 
expectedly. It was the outcrop of the 
long controversy regarding excessive 
bills. Thousands of complaints had 
been received. The company blamed 
inaccurate meter reading. The state 
board looked into the records and or- 
dered many reimbursements. The gen. 
eral impression was that the commis. 
sion would stop with this action. 

But THE Trisunze learned last night 
that the board has gone farther into 
the gas rate situation—that it has 
decided the gags company should be 
cited to show cause why the old and 
lower rates should not prevail again, 
The company has therefore been or- 
dered to appear before the board sit- 
ting in Chicago on April 7, when a 
hearing will be opened to decide wheth. 
er to brush away the 27% per cent ir. 
crease, 


Failed to Keep Promises. 


The order, a copy of which was 
brought to Chicago last night by Chair. 
man Thomas E. Dempcy, indicated 
plainly that the commission believes 
the gas company has not lived up to 
its promises made at the time the in. 
crease was allowed. The complaints 
on excessive bills have increased rather 
than decreased in number. The com- 
mission’s own men were compelled to 
“sit in” with the gas company’s rep- 
resentatives in an effort to show the 
latter that the rights of the fas con- 
sumers had been trampled on by the 
company’s employés, 

When the commission allowed the In- 
crease in rates it reserved the right to 
withdraw the increase. The commis. 
sion will now review the case and may 
revoke the increase entirely. 


The Commission’s Order. 
Following is the commission's order ° 
reopening the case: 

“ Whereas, the public utilities com.

Zone Finance Officer 
Gives Estimate of 
Total Here. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., March 12.—[{Spe- 
cial.]—The United States government 
will pay @ bonus of $7,186,860 to Chi- 
cago men who were khaki, the navy 
blue, or the forest green of the marines 
during the war with Germany. It will 
pay an additional $771,900 to Cook 
county men outside Chicago. To the 
entire state of Illinois will go $16,- 
$34,100. 

This ie the estimate today at the 
office of the zone finance officer here, 
which is paying the $60 bonus to each 
man honorably discharged prior to 
Feb. 24, when the revenue bill carry- 
ing the bonus provision went into ef- 
fect. Officers and men in the Thirty- 
third and Eighty-sixth divisions will not 
receive their bonus from the zone 
finance officer, but will be given it when 
they are discharged. 

272,235 Claims in State. 


The estimate of the sum to go to 
Tilinoisans is based on the expectation 
that 272,235 from the state at large 
will claim the bonus. Of these, 119,786 
are from the eighty-six local selection 
boards in Chicago and from voluntary 
enlistments there for the regular army, 
national guard, navy, and marines. 

Desplaines, Evanston, Wilmette, 
Maywood, Oak Park, Cicero, Blue 
Island, Harvey, Chicago Heights, and 
other towns and communities in Cook 
county outside of Chicago have 12,865 
men who will receive the boniis. 

Only two states stand ahead of IIli- 


nois in the amount to be received out 
of the division of $242,084,580 among 
4,034,743 men. New York will receive 
$24,634,140 and Pennsylvania $18,797,- 
820. Ohio will take $12,351,120 and 
Texas $10,443,660. These complete the 
big five in number of men furnished 
to the army. 


40,000 Checks Daily. 


To discharge this big debt to Ameri- 
can fighting men checks are now going 
forward from the office of Col. P. L. 
Smith, zone finance officer here, at the 
rate of 10,000 a day, and it is expected 
to increase the rate to 40,000 a day 
shortly. 

Of the 119,786 Chicago men to share 
in the bonus 65.19 per cent were in 
the national army, 22.75 per cent in the 
regular army, 10.38 in the navy, and 1.6 
in the marine corps. 

Selected men from the eighty-six Chi- 
cago draft boards numbering 79,262 
will receive $4,755,720. For Cook coun- 
ty outside of Chicago 8,548 men who 
were drafted will receive $512,880. Chi- 
cago board No. 1, county building, has 
$93,000 due to men it sent into the 
army, and board No. 67, Cornell Square 
park field house, Fifty-first and Wood 
streets, which was the secorfd largest 
Chicago board, has $84,180 due its men.

FACING DEATH, 
| SEEKS FAMILY 


Hospital Ship Brings 
Disabled Men Back 
to U.S. 


BY C. V. JULIAN. . 

New York, March 13.—[Special.j]— 
Once reported dead and cut off from 
his family for six months so that he 
does not know their present address, 
Private Walter Hansen, formerly of 
1916 North court, Cicero, returned here 
today praying that he will be able to 
see his mother before he undergoes 
his next operation. 

He has already been operated upon 
twice and the operation which he must 
now undergo is a desperate one, which 
often proves fatal. 

Private Hansen was one of the men 
who returned on the hospital ship 
Mercy, which brought into New York 


the largest number of dahgerously 


wounded men to come on any ship. 
There were nearly a dozen men on 
board who had lost both legs and sev- 
eral with both an arm‘and leg gone. 


Hit in First Battle. 


The boy from Cicero was a member 
of the One Hundred and Thirty-second 
Machine Gun company. He went over 
the top on Aug. 26 in the Argonne for 
the first time, and as he went over a 
machine gun bullet hit him in the 
stomach. For four months he was fed 
through a tube, and for three months 
he was totally paralyzed. He was re- 
ported as dead. 

Learning that his family had been 
told he was dead, he sent them word 
that he was still living, but though that 
was months ago, he has received no 
reply. Today he does not know wheth- 
er the family believes him dead or liv- 
ing or where his family is. 

His life was saved by a Capt. Chad- 
wick of Chicago, whose first name 
young Hansen does not remember. 

Talks with Gen. Pershing. 

Hansen is not decorated, but he cher- 
ishes something in his memory which 
to him is as good as a decoration. On 
the day the Mercy sailed Gen. Per- 
shing boarded it and Hansen was 
among those to whom he talked. 

“Your wound is the best badge of 
honor you could have,” the commander 
told Hansen. 
Illinois soon, for I see you are of the 
Thirty-third division. The Thirty-third 
did fine work up there on the Somme. 
I will never forget what they did 
there.” 

In a cot adjoining that occupied by 
Hansen lay Private Richard Urland, 
2032 West Twenty-third street, Chi- 
cago, formerly with the One Hundred 
and Eighth Ammunition train. He 
lost his right leg and has wounds in 
the left leg and body.

A BILLION AND A HALF: JUNK. 

Our sublime aircraft program goes into the scrap 
heap. Congress is not in session, and a Republican 
investigating committee can only fidget impatiently 
in beholding the colossal destruction of the people's 
money and the nation’s ambition. Is any other 
nation so absurd? 

It is hard to think of the stupidity of aircraft 
without blushing for very shame. We proclaimed 
broadcast our purpose to build 25,000 planes to 
“blacken the German skies.” We flicked aside as 
trifling and tolerable the air fleets of France and 
England, and, in substance, bade them be of good 
cheer—we would presently be along with some- 


‘hem a trick or two well worth their undivided 
attention. In poker parlance, we held a four-flush, 
and our allies were decent enough to let us get away 
with it. 

Noble and self-sacrificing automobile salesmen 
‘yho proposed to astonish the battlefields were about 
‘he only things that really got up in the air, but 
ot in a way calculated to irritate the Germans in 
uny considerable degree. All the agencies that were 
© contribute to our success in the clouds contrib- 
ited little except the clouds. And the net result of 
the program its summed up by Maj. F. H. La Guar- 
Jia, an aviator and member of congress, who said: 

“Not a single boche machine was brought down 
on the western front by an American airplane. 
America is behind every other country in the de- 
Zelopment of aviation.” 

Maj. La Guardia has touched the heart of the 
inatter. We got nowhere with our planes in the war, 
and we are behind every other nation. Yet the war 
department, unless we are misled, proposes not only 
not to strive for some excellence in aircraft but to 
throw $1,672,000,000 worth of material into the junk 
pile. Boasts evaporate and ambition is flaccid. 

Is the United States to submit to such stupendous 
folly? Is it not enough that we have been caught 
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peace on terms which nullify their belligerent pos- 
sibilities, will they be admittéd to the conference 


Will their allies, Bulgaria and Turkey, be admitted? 
If they are not, in what sense mz. the league estab- 
lished be considered a league of nations? 

The present conference is a congress of belliger- 
ent nations associated in the war against the cen- 
tral powers. It does not tnclude the latter, nor the 
nations which remained neutral, Holland, Switzer- 
land, the Scandinavians, Spain, Mexico, and 
South and Central American nations. It is, in 
fact, the nations associated agkinst Germany which 
have formulated the present covenant. But if peace 
is made with central Europe the claim of other na- 
‘tions, how excluded, for a share in formulating the 
basic law of a league of nations will be well nigh 
unanswerable. In such case the Paris conference 
will have to be enlarged or a new conference called. 
There would be strong arguments for the latter 
alternative. 


AN OMINOUS REGISTRATION. 

An enormous registration seems to presage & 
swift overturning of political ambitions in Chicago. 
It is unusual for some 800,000 voters to prepare for 
action in a campaign other than presidential. A 
moderate registration may be accepted as proof of 
moderate interest; but when, as on Tuesday, the 
citizens fill the po'l books with their names, ft may 
be safely taken for granted that they are intent 
upon extraordinary action. i 

Mayor Thompson's supporters perceive in the 
record-breaking registration a widespread devotion 
to the mayor’s cause. But there are other thought- 
ful politicians who observe no such phenomenon; 
Thompson’s machine was operating at full efficiency 
in the primary election, say they; those who 
favored him would not fail him in the. primary, 
and those who opposed him would not interest 
themselves in the behalf of his opponents for the 
nomination. 

Thus it is reasonable to assume that only a small 

reentage of the Thompson vote postponed its 
registration until last Tuesday, because an organiza- 
tion vote, presumbaly, does not postpone, but, on 


the contrary, offers a solid front. Now, if the! 
Thompson organization strength was represented | 
in the primary vote—about 125,000—it is fair to 
expect it will not materially increase, but depend 
upon its continued unity. 

What may be expected of the Thompsé@ vote 
may be similarly expected of the Sweitzer vote. 
Each has a distinctive appeal. Also, each is unfor- 
tunate in being burdened by a distinctive political 
odium. Thompson cannot get rid of the disesteem 
in which he is held by eager and patriotic Amer- 
icans, and Sweitzer, no matter how manfully he 
may protest, cannot purge the air in his vicinity 
of the smell of gas and the political patronage of 
good old Roger. 

Considering, therefore, the votes that obviously 
will fall to the mayor and to Mr. Sweitzer, and also 
the resentment that voters feel toward lukewarm 
Americanism and gas, it is reasonable to assume 
that more than 800,000 voters are lined up for the 
April election out of apprehension for issues that 
did not appear in the primary. ' was not a 
special issue in the primary. Mr. zer insists 
it is no issue now. But the gas . has been 
hung upon him, and we doubt if he can make 
enough voters believe it unjust before the election. 
Thompson wasn’t a special primary issue, because 
a great many persons did not believe his renomina-

Great Britain does not in the moment of peace 
drop the arms that have stood’ in such good stead 
for centuries. The fleet is being reinforced. The air 
program is placed on a new and firm footing with 
$100,000,000 a year to be spent in the everlasting 
search for perfection. Will the next year find us 
ready to throw another $1,672,000,000 into the junk 
heap? Aren’t we beginning to find out what it 
costs to throw money away? 

But if every time we make a mistake we decide 
to give up the particular pursuit which occasions 
the error the human race soon will be sitting under 
a tree refusing to attempt the remotest activity. 
But mistakes do not deter the eager person from 
pursuing ambition with greater zeal than ever. 
And so the mistakes of aircraft should not hinder 
us from plunging with new hope and energy into 
the fleld. It was not aircraft that was a mistake; 


department seems to think that airplanes are pur- 
poseless—well, ours were; but this is not so. Air- 
planes are all right and can be made right. 

It may be expensive to maintain air postal routes, 
but+not a losing proposition when we calculate the 
good that is derived from a competent establish: 
ment, trained personnel, ambitious manufacturers, 
and thousands of capable airmen. A navy, for ex- 
ample, is not directly profitable, but indirectly is 
immensely so. An air fleet will have the advantage 
of developing some revenue, so that its upkeep is 
not entirely a matter of national contribution. 

The lesson of $1,672,000,000 is a severe one. But 


danger of wasting hundreds of millions through 
lack of experience. It is better to invest a few mil- 


wartime foolishness. Let us press on for a compe- 
tent air establishment.

PEACE TERMS AND LEAGUE 


TERMS. 

Henry Wales, THE TRIBUNE correspondent at the 
peace conference, reports from authoritative 
sources that the Paris covenant will not be adopted 
prior to the submission of the preliminary peace 
terms to Germany. This is supported by an Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch conveying an assertion by 
Reuter’s Paris correspondent to the same effect, 
based on important British authority. At the same 
time we read Secretary Lansing’s emphatic speech 
asserting the urgency of the earliest possible adop- 
tion of peace terms with Germany. 

- In other words, events are justifying the position 
taken by the thirty-seven Republican senators who 
urged that the peace with Germany should be made 
now and the problem of establishing a league of 


advantages and important considerations in linking 
the two we think could be conceded. We do not 
think it was as necessary as Mr. Wilson and his 
supporters claimed. On the contrary, at least as 
strong a case could be made for separating as for 
combining consideration of the two problems. But 
now this question seems to have become academic, 
and peace terms will have to be given first consid. 
eration. 

There is, of course, the apparent alternative of 
an immediate adoption of the Paris covenant now 
under discussion, but this evidently has not been 
considered, since no plenary conference is to be 
held until after the terms of the allies have been 
given Germany. The immediate adoption of the 
covenant is undoubtedly not hoped for. Certainly 
America could not be expected to accept it without 
change. 

The situation meanwhile puts the Paris covenant 


tion possible. But Thompsonism is an issue now. 
So there must be a reason for the overwhelming 
registration, a new and vital apprehension. . 

We believe that such a large showing refutes the 
suggestion that Maclay Hoyne’s candidacy would 
‘only have the effect of taking scattering votes from 
one or the other of his opponents. We believe it is 
an indication of an uprising against two, manifestly 
undesirable candidates whose full Strength ap- 
peared in the primary, and in favor of Mr. Hoyne’s 
election as the best solution of the problem. We 
reiterate that Hoyne is no fair-haired boy, but his 
loyalty hasn’t been questioned and he isn’t tagged 
“ Gas.” 


| BUILDING LEGISLATION. 


The legislature is considering a bill to consolidate 
the Chicago building department with the health 
department. Several years ago Dr. Young, who 
was then health commissioner, made a determined 
fight to prevent the building department from tak- 
ing over the control of the sanitary provisions of 
the city code. 

The proposed bill is said to be modeled after the 
code now in effect in Michigan. Instead of placing 
the control in the hands of the building department 
it gives sole authority to the health department to 
regulate the construction of buildiigs. There 
might be some danger in such a law if the com- 
missioner of health were given the privilege of 
exercising his discretion. The present laws indi- 
cate very exactly the limits of executive authority. 
If the proposed bill continues or, reinforces these 
provisions it might be of benefit to this city. 

Our physical well-being is, of course, the impor- 
tant thing. The health department is better 
equipped than any other agency to look after living 
conditions. 


| Editorial of the Day 


A BRITISH LIBERAL’S VIEW. 
{From Harvey’s Weekly.] 


It is encouraging and heartening to see that sane 
minds beyond the Atlantic perceive the holiowness 
of the president's tumid rhetoric, the falsity of some 
of his pretensions, and the fatal defects in the 
league of nations which he is trying to impose upon 
the world. The president in his Boston speech strove 
to persuade us that the people of Europe, more than 
the governments, were behind his scheme. He said: 

“The nations of the world have set their hands to 
do a great thing . - and when I speak of the 
nations I do not speak of the governments. I 
speak of the peoples who constitute the nations of the 
world. They are in the saddle and they are going 
to see to it that if their present governments do not 
do their will some other governments shall.” 

It was not, perhaps, surprising to hear the president 
utter that implied menace against the very govern- 
ments with which he is negotiating; seeing that he 
was recently engaged in appealing to the peoples 
of some of those countries against their own govern- 
ments. But it is refreshing to find a journal like the 
London Nation saying of it: 

“ President Wilson must know better than any of us 
that the will of the peoples of the earth does not enter 
into the ground work of this so-called league : the gov- 
ernments alone are represented. The fatal flaw in 
the foundation of this structure is its complete autoc- 
racy. The center of vast power is vested in a self- 
constituted autocracy of five ministers, who control 
all determined judgments and actions of the leagus. 
If the league is permitted to take this form it 
were better for the world if it had never been 
conceived, for it would make the world safe not 
for democracy, but for a new and stronger despotism.” 

It is not a grateful task to approve an alien utter- 
ance against our own president, but in this case 
no other course is possible. Severe as the Nation's 
rebuke is, the president has drawn it upon himself.

SO-CALLED SHELL SHOCK. 
HERE is one group of war patients 
in whose treatment we are making 
a mess of things. It is not so 
much the fault of the military es- 
tablishment as it is of the people. They 
have ordered their men not to make 
diagnoses of shell shock and not to treat 
it as a disease. They do not speak or 
write about it as such. If we would 
follow their lead there would be no trou- 
ble, but we insist upon hanging the des- 
ignation shell shocked on men and when 
we have finished with them they are in- 
valids for life. ; 

Shell shock is Ifke catarrh in being a 
kind of bag into which we pitch ‘most 
everything that is lying around loose. 
If a man has anything the matter with 
his nose and the trouble hangs on he 
calls it catarrh and lets it go at that. 

The term shell shock is applied to men 
with broken skulls, concussion of the 


to men who have developed hysteria un- 
der the strain of battle. 

Those who have been badly shaken up 
or who have had their skulls fractured 
should have treatment appropriate to the 
condition found. Nine out of ten cases 
of so-called shell shock are merely cases 
of hysteria. Like all other forms of hys- 
teria, the disease is made worse as well 
as perpetuated by coddling. 


in “ Practical Medicine Series”’ as fol- 
lows: ‘A treatment which is too med- 
ical results in anchoring in the mind of 
the patient the notion of a grave patho- 
logic disorder and in the development of 
hypochondriacal tendencies which are 
so often a part of the emotional symp- 
toms whether the latter is an occurrence 
of ordinary life or the result of war. It 
has happened that in the medical organ- 
izations at the front, where the equip- 
ment is necessarily meager, the patients 
recovered rapidly and were up at the 
end of a few days, well enough to rejoin 
their companies, whereas in the hospital 
units im the rear, which are far more 
completely equipped, in spite of diets, 
douches, and electric currents of all 
forms and strengths, the symptoms 
dragged on tediously, the patients re- 
maining months in the hospital. The 
patient should remain a soldier subject 
to disciple. He should keep his uni- 
form and maintain a correct bearing. 
Finally, he will gradually be placed on 
the road back to a soldier’s life of being 
made to take part in military drill in 


‘| formation, under command of military 


officers.” 

The same general principles apply to 
hysteria in civil life. Any policy which 
keeps medical treatment to the fore in 
their minds is harmful. Treatment must

You are feeding him too much. If fed less 
he should not suffer from gas. He should 
not be fed oftener than omce every three 
hours. Do not feed him oftener than once 
between 10 p. m. and 6 a. m. If you were 
waked up to be fed when you were already 
overfed you would be cross.

NURSES. 

South English, Ia., March 10.—[Editor 
of The Tribune.]—I noticed recently in 
your department, “The Voice of the 
People,” an article, “ Doctors and 
Nurses,” and as Il am a nurse I wish 
to express an opinion in regard to grad- 
uating nurses of different years’ train- 
ing. 

I think that few first class hospitale 
will care to train hurses of different 
years’ standards, as it takes the entire 
three yeers’ course to furnish the re- 
quired length of time necessary fer the 
work in each department; and under 
these conditions, what kind of a hos- 
pital would be selected for nurses wish- 
ing six months’ or one year’s training? 


If more nurses are needed, why not 


make the working hours during the three 
years’ training more reasonable so that 
fewer girls will lose their health? 

At present little consideration is given 
a nurse; if necessary, she works hours 
overtime and sacrifices her rest for her 
patients and often with body and 
nerves worn out, her meals are neglected,

So long as such ordinance 
fain force, the state commission is not 
permitted to exercise any aypthority 
insuch city or village. The municipal- 
ity takes the initiative in withdrawing 
from the provisions of the Dill.”

Canning Mushrooms. 


A faraway correspondent writes ask- 
ing how to prepare mushrooms, and 
asks if there is any way of preserving 
them. The spirit of her letter is one 
of preparedness, for she says: “ We 
have so many mushrooms native in the 


woods here, but I have never been able 
to prepare them so that they tasted as 
good as the canned ones on the mar- 
ket.” 

I am no authority on this subject of 
canning mushrooms, but Mr. Farrell 
of the United States department of 
agriculture is a leading canning expert, 
and the following is his recipe for can-| 
ning mushrooms: 


“Wash and trim mushrooms. If 
small, can them whole; if large they 
may be cut into sections. Blanch 
muchrooms in boiling water for five 
minutes. Remove and plunge quickly 
into cold water. Pack in glass jars 
'and add boiling water to cover; one 
| level teaspoon of salt to the quart. 
| Place rubber and cap in position, not 
‘tight. If using a hot water bath out- 
' fit sterilize ninety minutes. Remove 
jars. Tighten covers. Invert to cool 
and test joints. Wrap the glass jars 
in paper to prevent bleaching and 
store. In canning mushrooms in tin al- 
ways use lacquered cans. Do not fail’ 
to blanch and cold dip before packing 
and remove the mushrooms immedi- 
ately after opening the tin cans.” 

I should advise any one to ¢an mush- 
rooms in glass always. I have had old 
mushroom gatherers tell me of putting 
mushrooms up in plain boiling water 
and salt and keeping them in crocks, 
but I presume they used more salt 
than above. You cannot pin such peo- 
ple down when it comes to a question 
of quantity in anything. 

Among my collection of clippings on 
this subject I find the following, which 
seems to me sound in advice: 

“Gather in the early morning the 
buttons of the meadow mushroom, 
Agaricus campestris, immediately pour 
over them boiling water that the gills 
may not turn dark. Boil twenty min- 
utes in strong brine and place in fruit

$4,100 SPECK 
RADIUM LAIR 


‘Toy Sherlock’ Leads the 
Hospital Hunters to 
Laundry Cache. 


-— 


A mechanical Sherlock Holmes yes- 
terday joined in the quest for the 
$4,100 worth of radium that vanished 
from an operating room of the Cook 
county hospital Monday morning. War- 
den Michael Zimmer said he believed 
it had been located. 

How it was finally traced comprises 
a story as remarkable as its still unex- 
plained disappearance. Whether it was 
stolen has not been determined. 

Dr. Henry Schmitz of 3051 Logan 
boulevard, who was preparing to use 
the radium in a cancer case when its 
loss was first discovered, said last night 
he thought it had been mislaid. It now 
develops there were two capsules of 
radium in the container. One was miss- 
ing when Dr. Schmitz eXtracted the 
container for treatment. 


The Jigger on the Trail. 


The quest was directed by R. R. 
Shaw, Chicago adjuster for Lloyds, 
with which Dr. Schmitz has his radium 
insured. It was Mr. Shaw who availed 
himself of the services of the mechan- 
ical Sherlock Holmes when all other 
means had failed. 

In shape this instrument fs a rep!ica 
of an Glarm clock case, inclosed with 
glass. Running through it is a rod ter- 
minating at the top in a sliver knob, 
much like an alarm clock bell, and at 
the bottom is a stand like a desk tele- 
phone. Attached to the center of the 
rod is a tiny piece of gold leaf, shaped 
like a bird’s tongue. 
Mr. Shaw, in company with Warden 
Zimmer and attachés of the hospital 
staff, began his search in the operating 
room on the eighth floor of the bui:d- 
ing, where the radium disappeared. He 
held the instrument, which was to de- 
tect its presence, by the stand. Every 
foot of the room was gone over. 


Nothing Doing. 

But the gold leaf tongue remained 
rig.Jly horizontal. Mr. Shaw explained 
that if radium were abquft it would 
tremble violently, and that in :close 
proximity it would shift quickly fro:n 
the horizontal to the perpendicular, or 
flat against the rod. . 

Through the first operating room, 
through a second, adjoining, into a r».- 
use pantry, then back through steri).z- 
ing rooms, offices, and hajlways went 
the searchers. But the gold leaf tousue 
remained inert. 

A consultation was held. Some- 
where, according to the theory they 
were working out, in the block of build- 


$4,100 speck which represented their 
quarry. They left the main building 
and visited the engine room, then the 
coal chutes, the garbage bins, and the 
incinerator. 


The First Bite. 


The detector remained neutral as 
they boarded an elevator to the laun- 
dry rooms, where linen and clothing 
worn by nurses, internes, and physi- 
cians is assembled each day. In the 
first room visited the gold tongue man- 
ifested its first sign of life by trem- 
bling slightly. 

They approached a rotary wishing 
machine of cylinrical shape—about 
eight feet long by four in diarreeer, 
divided into two compartments, with 
doors at each for the clothing. Open- 
ng the first docr, the detector's vi- 
brations become more tremulous, and 


pendicular. 

“We've got a bite,” said one of the 
physicians. 

They opened the door of the next 
compartment. The gold leaf quivered 
violently for a moment and then lay 
rigid against the rod. 


There—at Least Some of It. 


“It’s in here somewhere; at least 
some of it,” said Mr. Zimmer. 

The theory is that it was placed, 
either accidentally or otherwise, in 
some of the linen or clothing. The 
detector will be utilized again this 
morning, with the aid of mechanics, 
who will take the washing machine 
apart, if the radium is net found in 
some of the laundrv.
